The state of Wisconsin played a large 


part in the alluring history of the great 
Northwest. Its Indian life and traditions 
alone lend charm to its lakes and rivers 
and forest.?. Its territorial history is indis- 
solubly linked Tvith the Indian. with,the 
names of notable explorers, with the 
achievements of empire-builders. Every 
true citizen of tho state takes a pride in 
Wisconsin's history. 


We have reached a point sufficiently 


distant from early events to consider seri- 
ously the preservation of those landmarks 
which perpetuate them. We can make 
Wisconsin the playground of America by 
reserving to public ownership tracts of 
land of beauty and historic importance. 
We can do this without taking one dollar 
away from private opportunity and the 
prosperous development of the state. If 
we make Wisconsin the playground of the 
nation then we first of all make it a play- 
ground for ourselves. The major benefits 
accrue to our own people. 


The other day we referred 'to a move- 


ment to make a state park of the Dells of 
the Wisconsin river, a region which 
should unquestionably be owned by the 
state. There is now a bill in the legisla- 
ture to authorize the purchase of the fa- 
mous Rock Hill on the Rock river between 
Janesville and Beloit. This is one of the 
most picturesque and striking spots in the 
state of Wisconsin. The great bluff tow- 
ering far above-the Rock river clothed on 
its summit with a stand of virgin timber. 
v.-as the signal tower of that renowned 
Indian fighter Chief Black Hawk. It is on 
thc main trunk highway leading up 
through the central gateway of Wisconsin 
to Minneapolis. It. is passed by thousands 
of tourists. The ground comprises only 
eighty acres and can be purchased for the 
insignitieant Kum of $15,000. Only re- 
cently Ilock Hill wa& threatened with 
spoliation when its owners announced their 
purpose to clear it of the timber. The 
movement to have the state purchase Rock 
Hill followed and thc bill for this purpose 
is. a.> we have said, now before the 
legislature.

Development of Reindeer

Washington—Th» reindeer Is civil- 


izing Alaska. 


It has pulled the Alaskan cskimos 


up through first stages of civilization 
from a race of hunters and fishers, 
and is rapidly establishing them as a 
pastoral people with property and 
community interests and a growing ap- 
petite for education. 


This is the word brought to Wash- 


ington by W. T. Lopp, superintendent 
of schools in Alaska, who conceived 
the idea of making the reindeer do 
something besides pull Santa Claus' 
sleigh. 


Ten years ago, at Lopp's insistence. 


Uncle Sam imported a herd of 1200 
reindeer from Siberia and placed them 
in charge of the school authorities in 
Alaska, 


At that time the Alaskan eskimo 


was without any interest in life tend- 
ing to stimulate community develop- 
ment. He lived by hunting and fish- 
ing. 
The only property he cared for 


was his hunting and fishing equipment. 


Today, however, thc herd of 1200 


reindeer has prown to 180,000.
